J sistant Superintendent of Imports 
and Exports, bofgre Mr. Schofield 
at the Central Police Court yesater- 
dsy- afternoon, when three men 
were charged in connexion with a 
huge seizufe of contranand. on 
the steamer Kwong Tung on March 
6. 

Fung Tang, described as 38- 
aistant compradorcs of the Kwong 
‘Tung, was charged with importing 
the opium as well 03 falling to enter 
on the manifests of the ship tho 
opium which had ‘been, brought to 
Hongkong in a consignment of 
eight cases, Chu Yum was fiso 
charged with importing the opium, 
while Chan Yau was accused 0 
dealing. in oplum at No. 2, Tung 
Street. 


Mr. D. B. Evans appeared for 
Fung, Mr, Leo Almada for Chu 
and Mr, C. &. L. Grist for Chan, 
who all entered pleas of noe yey. 


Mr. ‘odd, who conducted the 
prosecution, said that about 6.10 
a.m. on March 6 a Chinese Revenue 
Oiticer was on duty at, the Yuen 
On Wharf, alongside which was ly- 
ing the Kwong Tung, after having 
arrived from Canton at midnight. 
The officer received information on 
the wharf that there was A Bus 
picious consignment of cight cases 
on the ship.

When British history of these 
days comes te be written, Mr. 
Ramsay MacDonald will probably 
be recorded as the Premier who 
did not forget. With Scottish 
tenacity and Scottish loyalty he 
sticks to hia friends. 

This has once more been em- 
phasized in the list of recent 
honours conferred by the King 
upon the recommendation of his 
Prime Minister. Unlike his Tory 
and Liberal predecessors, Mr. Mac. 
Donald gave very few awards to 
mere politicians and none to men 
who contributed large sums to 
politica! party funds. But art, 
music, literature, medicine snd 
the sciences were largely re- 
cognized. 

And in the list stood the name 
of Norman Angell upon whom 4 
knighthood was conferred. 

To get the significance of this, 
we must go back to the terrible 
year of 1916 when Enghind was 
in the World War to a finish. 
The maas of people, led by their 
newspapers and by skillful pro- 
paganda, was all for the war, for 
conacription, It was convinced 
that abl the war guilt lay on 
German shoulders.

“Bootleg gasoline’ is of two 
kinds. One is gasoline brougnt

evading the gasoline sales tax. 
The other ja “gyp" gasoline, often 
inferfor in quality and sometimes 
harmful to automotive power 
plants, unlawfully substituted in 
dispending devices bearing the 
trade-mark or brand name of 
established companies. 

Usually it is marketed at cut 
prices, a‘ move to mect competi-

There Is little doubt but that in 
some thinly settled sections it is 
trucked by day. 

Thess tre not isolated instances 
of gasoline bootlegging, but only 
a few of the many schemea given 
more or less prominent mention 
in the daily press. Nor are gaso- 
Hine bootleggers few in number. 
In Cook County, Db, press reports 
show that a grand jury recently. 
indicted thirty-cight persons 
accused of evading gasoline. tax 
payments by some such methods. 
It was estimuted that the loss to 
the State in the Chicago aren 
alone exceeded $2,000,000. In 
Indiana, the State was called vpon 
to investigate the activities of 
gasoline marketers who had been 
importing from Minois tank cars 
of gasoline labeled “distillate.” 
Back taxes of $10,000 were obtain- 
ed from one company. <A some- 
what similar cuse, involving some 
$125,000 in back taxes, and 
penalties, appears to: have been 
settled for $20,000 ‘cash and ‘a 
promise ta pay. $6,000 ndditional 
within a specified time. It was 
estimated that bootley operations 
involved more than 8,000,000 gal- 
lons in Northern Indiana alone. 


Diversion of State Gasoline, 
Tax Revenues. 


Somewhat akin ta tix evasion, 
is the matter 0° diversion of gaso- 
line {ax revenues. In many 
Statea, such diversion of funds 
complies with the letter of the 
law, if not with its spirit. © From 
the: conception of the gasoline tax 
in Oregon In 1919, the funda- 
mental purpose has beech to finance 
the construction, maintenance and 
improvement of highways. But 
so popular has been the levy, and 
so painless Its collection, until 
rates of 4, 5 and 6 cents per gal- 
lon were reached, it was, only 
natural that legislators should 
come to Iook upon it as a bounti- 
ful source of limitless revenue. 
Evidently, it has been too great a 
temptation to dangle before the 
eyes of hungry Legislatures. At 
any rate, in 1926, seven years 
after the tax first was levied, 
$9,074,466 of the 
income was diverted to purpases

Nor must it be confused with un- 
identified fucl; that is, Incking a 
brand ‘name, marketed by reliable 
dealers. But buying “gyp” gaso- 
line ia a risk, becnuse the pur- 
chaser facen tho possibility of 
damaging his motor, and - he 
seldom gets no bargain, because 
the product is poor and cannot 
give good results. Normally the 
risk may be avoided by exercising 
average caution and by ‘trading 
with ostablished dealers known to 
handle reputable goods.

Kajsa Eng, one of the few sur- 
viving woman pfoneers.of-the Wild 
West from the time of the Indian 
wgrs, died recontly in the little 
town of Alexandrin in Minnesota 
104 yeora old. She was born in 
in the northern Swedish 
province of Herjedalen and at her 
death was the oldest inhabitant of 
Minnesota. . . 

Her death vividly recalls the stir- 
ring tales of the Indian uprisings 
when the American government at- 
tempted to confine the “redskins” 
lo the Indian reservations, 

The Eng family went over to the 
United States about 66 yenrs ago 
Hike thousands of other hardy 
pioneer families. They settled in 
the wilds of Minnesotan in a little 
log cabin, cleared the ground and 
worked up a little farm. The In- 
dinns at that time were roving 
around in these parts and often 
made life dangerpus to the white 
settlara. The Eng family, how- 
ever, alwaya were kind and hos- 
pitable to their, red brethren. 

Soon after thelr arrival a couple

_ren entered the tiny cabin and by 
signs gave to understand that they 
wanted some milk. The poor white 

mily had only one cow, but Mra. 
Eng gave tue wusen half of al 
the milk she had. Later on In- 
diana often came and asked for 
brend. The hotsewife showed 
them her enttre supply of bread and 
gave them onc half of what she 
possessed. The Indians showed 
gratitude by presenting the famlly 
with deer flesh when thefr hunting 
luck hat been good. 

A couple of years after the act- 
tling of the Eng family an Indian 
uprising broke out. All other 
white faniflies fled teror-stricken to 
the neighbouring little towns, but 
the Inga remained, partly because 
they had no horse and partly be- 
cause they did not want to abandon 
their Httle property. One day six 
Indians in full war array carne into 
the cabin and asked for milk. 
They got ft and on departing stuck 
a white feather into the outside 
avall of the enbin, indienting to the 
family that as long as it remained 
there they would be anfe from 
attack. Several groups of Indians 
on the war-path Jater passed the 
mbin but all respected the sign of 
protection of their comrades. 
There is no doubt that the kindness 
of the Eng family, saved them from 
the ravages, to which most other 
white settlers were exposed. 

Recent historic researches con- 
cerning the settling of the first 
Swedish colonists on the Delaware 
have ro-veuled. |nteresting facts 
and documents showing that the 
Swedes were nlways on good terms 
with tho Indlans. The . Swedish 
immigrants bought their Iand from 
the aborigines and never took any- 
thing ‘by force of arms. Regular 
sales contracts still exist, signed by 
Indian chiefs, with whom the 
Swedes afterwards maintained 
cordial friendship and mutually 
profitable trading ‘relations.

“My friend never forgot the in- 
cident. When he in turn became 
head of his firm he resolved that 
he would stop manufacturing 
matches which involved the use of 
naked phosphorus.” 

He sot himeclf to work to per- 
auade his competitors and obtalned 
their co-operation and eventually 
phosphorus: matches were excluded 
from the English market,

Ten People in the House. 

There were ten people in the 
house when the fire’ broke out—Mr. 
Roskill,- three of their 
four sons, & nurse, the cook, and: 
three maidservants. : 

‘I'ine domestic stalf were ualeep an 
the top floor, and the family with 
the exception of Mr. Ashton 
Roskill, were on the floor below. 
It was here that the fire originated 
shortly before 6 a.m. 

asy the time the alarm was raised, 
the staircase had collapsed, nnd the 

.¢ already had a firm hold en the 
building. sweocape vy way of the 
staircase was impossible. . 

Mr. Ashton Roskill, who jumped 
from one of’ the windows, missed 
the firemen’s shect, and received 
serious injurles. *, ‘ 

One of the first things the fire- 
men saw on arriving was the figure 
of Mr, John Roskill at one of the 
bed-room windows. f 

Mr. Roskill was pointing to an- 
other window, and the firemen at 
once ran up au fire escape to the 
ene he indicated. Inside the room 
they found Mr. Oliver Roskill, who 
was lying seriously ill with pneu- 
monin, and ho was the first to be 

emoved to safety. 

Mrs, Roskill was -brought from 
the house in an unconscious condi- 
tion, and died In the ambulance 
while being’ taken to hospital. 

Miss Weir, the nurse, was already 
dead when the firemen entered the 
house, her body being badly 
charred. ' : 

Mr. John Roskil} was slightly in- 

ured, as were three of the firemen. 

Tho injured firemen were taken 
to hospital, but-were not detained. 

One of Mr, Roskill's sons, who 
is at Oxford, was immediately sum- 
moned by tclephone, and came to 
London by motor-car. He stated 
to a Press representative: ‘I' un- 
jerstand that my mother lost her 
life in an attempt to save my 
brother, who was lying iI with 
pneumonia, in a room ‘adjoining 
that of my parents.” 
__She.could_apparently_have_been 
easily saved had she not tried ta 
reach the bed-side. of her son. She 
was overcome by smoke and flames 
und was badly burned by the time 
the firemen reached her. : 


Maldservant'’s Story, 

“I was sleeping in a room on 
the top floor with Katherine Brown.. 
another maid, and Mary, the 
parlourmaid,” stated Doris Gor- 
man, one of the matdservants. 
“Mrs. Menesy the cook, and Mr. 
Ashton Roskill were sleeping in 
other rooms on the same floor. * 

“The first thing we heard war 
when Mr. Ashton Roskill rushed in 
shouting ‘Fire! Fire! He . went 
along to the other maids’ rooms 
and warned thei. ;

Expressing the opinion in his 
will that victorlous and wealthy 
Englnsd is well able to provide 
for its soldiers diaubled in the late 
war,” Mr. Otway Robinson, a re- 
thred’ master mariner, left his re- 
aiduary estate of £7,000 “to the 
German Government for the time 
Leing for the benefit of its soldiers 
disabled in the late war.”

RATE LOWEST ON RECORD. 


The Reyistrar-General’a stutint)- 
cul Review of England and Wales 
for 1929 disclotes many interest- 
ing and surprising Taets. 

The martatity rate cof 13. per 
1,000 of the population was 16 per 
cent. above that for.1928, and was 
“much the highest since mortality 
swollen in 1918 by the yreat 

pandemic.” The inerense. 
ed, was unusually sudden, 


Influenza, with 29,084 victims, 
comes frat among the causes oa 
death chiefly responsible for the 
increase, The general death rate 
was greatest at the two extremea 
of life and lowest among younp 
‘dults. ‘These adverse conditions 
sere responsible for an increase 
nthe infantile death-rate from 65 
n 1928—the lowest recorded—to 
M4 per 1,000 ve births, ; 

Attention is drawn to the ex 
‘easive mortality of illegitimate 
children at thls age, the rate per 


million live births being 9,691 
ngamst 1.288 for legitimate in- 
fants, while the rates from vio- 
lence and neglect at birth were 
6.312 and 98 respectively. 

Deaths from cancer numbered 
56,896, the highest number record- 
ed for any one year, 

The birth-rute was 16.8 or (4 


per 1,000 less than than in 192k, |.

MOTOR, BOATS. 


NEW’ £1,000,000 WATERWAY. 


Work has begun on the new 150- 
mile waterway on which motor 
vessels will ply between London and 
Birmingham- when 1 £1,000,000 
development scheme has trans- 
formed the Grand Unlon Canal into 
one of the finest of its kind fn the 
world. . 

When completed most of the old- 
fnshlened horse-drawn and steam 
barges will be scrapped’ to be re- 
plinced by a fleet of about 700 large 
motorboats. : 

Designs for these boats are now 
being prepared to carry increased 
londs and to provide improved 
homes on board for the baryes and 
their wives and familles, 

“The boats,” explained Mr. A. 
Witkie, manager of the Grand 
Union. Canal Co., “will be able to 
jond up from a vessel in the Thames 
at Limehouse and be in Birming- 
ham in 40 hours. At present the 
journey takes nearly threo days.” 

Long: stretches of the canal nore 
now being deepened by umv bucket 
dredgers worked by crudo ofl en- 
gines which are capable of doing 
three times the work of the old- 
fashioned dreger. 

Thousands of tons of mud have 
to be dug out, walls have to be 
strengthened with miles of concrete 
to stand’ the wash of fast boats, 
nnd 63 locks have to be rebuilt to 
accommodate the bigger boats.

Only persons sentenced to de- 
privation of liberty for not less 
than three years and persons sen- 
tenced by special decision of the 
G.P.U. (secret police) can be sent 
to pena) lsbour camps, which are 
im ler the general control of the

An instruction of the People’s 
Commissariat of Agriculture, 
dated June 1, 1922, states that the 
forced Inbour of persons . sen- 
tenced_thereto without _detehtion 
under guard shall be utillaed for 
forestry and improvement work. 

In case of necessity the work- 
er must present himself for work 
with hia own turnout for carting

IMPORTANT CHANGES IN 
ORDINANCE. * 


"DRAFT BILL ISSUED. 


Extensive amendments of the 
law relating to deportation are 
contained in the draft of an 
Ordinance, shortly to be intro- 
duced in the Legislative Council, 
which appears in the current 
issue of the Government Gazette. 
There are various changes made 
in procedure, while the floxging 
of returned banishees is to be 
abolished, as this punishment is 
not considered suitable. 

The object of the Ordinance is 
to amend the principal Ordinances 
(No. 26 of 1917) by reverting to 
the arrangement adopted in the 
case of the previous principal 
Ordinanee (Ne. 9 of 1912), under 
which the provisions relating to 
deportation orders against British 
aubjerts were dealt with in ou 
xection separate from that which 
dealt with the deportation of 
aliens nnd to introduce special 
safeguards in Che case of British 
deportations, The Ordinunee also 
nmends the procedure ino ce ai 
detajla aa the result of experience 
nequired in practles, 


Mlogicality Removed. 

Section 2 of the Ordinance 
repenly sections 3 and 4 of the 
principal Ordinance and sub- 
atitutes new acetions 3, 3A. 4, 4A, 
JB and 1C, OF these the new 
section 61) Gd) authorises the 
issue of summary orders againat 
alien banishees from other parts 
of the Empire. 

Sections & 9 10 and 12. %) of 
the principal Ordinance , “ahibit- 
ed the residence here of banishees 
from the Straits Settlements, and 
Malay States and Borneo, and 
dealt. with the penalties to be 
imposed and the evidence to be 
adduced if they were found here. 

For some ra cit has been 
found impracticabte to impose 
these pen:ntties. It is moreover 
iNogienl to limit Ue exclusion of 
alien deportees to those departed 
only from the plnees named, It 
seems desirable therefore to 
abolish altogether the 
exclusion and to make provision 
for the issue of focal summary 
orders if-and whenever it is con- 
sidered desirable to get rid of the 
alien deportces from other parts 
of the Empire.
